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TEARING UP THE TRACK. 


Rioters Removing Rails from 


the Missouri Pacific Road 
Near Forth Worth. 


Two Deaths Result from Satur- 
day’s Tragedy in Texas. 


The Situation in St. Louis To-Day—All the 
Transfer Teamsters at Work on Both Sides 
of the River—Freight Being Received at 
the East St. Louis Depots—Plenty of Per- 
guasion Used—Arguing with and Intimi- 
dating Platform Men—News from All Im- 


portant Points. 


There is little change to-day in the local 
strike situation. Since the issuing of the de- 
Cision of the members of the General Execu- 
tive Committee last night no official action has 
been taken, but there are rumors of vigorous 
action in the near future. 

There was a rumor that there was trouble at 
Tower Grove Station and that a man had been 
shot, but it proved to be unfounded. 

The principal new development in East St. 
Louis was the going out of the switch engineers 
ofthe Chicago & Alton road. The Ohio & 
Mississippi and the Indianapolis and St. Louis 
Roads sent out freight trains and other roads 
promised to do so before night. The transfer 
men are at work this afternoon. 

On this side of the river the Iron Mountain 
and Missouri Pacific sent out five trains each 
and the Wabash sent out trains as usual. 

The most important advices from a dis- 
tance come from Fort Worth where in- 
tense excitement prevails. It is re- 
ported that the tracks of the Missouri 
Pacifie were torn up near the city and that a 
box of dynamite cartridges was found under 
the Union Depot. Gov. Ireland, with 
a force of State rangers, is on 
the ground and declares that trains shall run 
if it requires the entire force of the State to 
protect them. Strikers are reported to be 
pouring into Fort Worth from all directions. 

At Hannibal the men are ‘‘out’’ on the new 
order, but rdvices from all other points show 
quiet and little change in the situation. 


A SLUMBERING VOLCANO, 


Critical State of Affairs at Fort Worth— 
Two of the Wounded Die. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DispatTon. 

Fr. Worts, Tex., April 5.—The strike situa- 
tion is quiet this morning. Gov. Ireland ar- 
rived by aspecialengine. His train was killed 
at Waco lastnight by strikers. Another was 
procured and came through all right. A con- 
ference between the Governor and the local 
authorities was held. Important action is 
said to have been determined on, but 
it is not made public. Seven com- 
panies of military are here and others are 
coming. The Governor says that trains shall 
move if it takes every man in the State capable 
of bearing arms to do it. A train will go out 
under guard of a military company at 1 
o’clock. A report that strikers had torn up 
the track three miles from the city was circu- 
lated, but this is denied. A box of dynamite 
cartridges has just been discovered near the 
Union Depot. 

AN OMINOUS CALM. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Disratcu. 

DALLAS, TEX., April 5.—The Light Guards, 
Hibernian Rifles and Battery Crawford have 
gone to Fort Worth to suppress violence on 
the part of strikers, Deputy Sheriff Townsend, 
shot on Saturday, died to-day. The other 
wounded are still alive, although their con- 
dition is critical. Adjutant-General King and 
a number of Rangers are present at Ft. Worth. 

Aspecial from Fort Worth to the Herald, 
dated 11:30, says: The situation here, at this 
hour, is hard to describe. Everything is quiet 
on the surface. The troops parade the streets, 
wandering here and there, which seems to be 
done more for exercise than to 
keep order. Business is prostrated 
and the streets are almost deserted. There is 
a mysterious calm among the strikers, which 
is seriously construed. Some gay the strikers 
are conquered; others that they are 
quietly organizing for a final effort. A 
striker was heard to remark last 
night thatto-day would be ‘‘strikers’ day. 
Another remarked that the soldiers had a 
much easier time getting into Fort Worth than 
they would have getting out. A re- 
port is circulated that 800 
strikers reached here from various points 
last night and that more will arrive to-day. 
There are some companies of troops there, 
and all other companies in the State have 
been notified to move at a mo- 
ment’s notice. Gov. Ireland, Lieut.-Gov. 
Gibbs, Adjutant-General King, Attorney-Gen- 
eral Temple and Ohief Quartermaster Sicker, 
are here. Gov. Ireland is at this hour in con- 
sultation with Chief Trainmaster Ray. As the 
train pulled out from Waco last night 
with Gov. Ireland aboard, the two cylinder 
heads ofthe engine blew ont and caused a 
delay ot half an hour, It was the work of the 
strikers. The wounded striker, Frank 
Pierce, is dead. 

LATER.—A report has just reached here that 
the track is being torn up a few miles north on 
the Missouri Pacific, and bas created 
considerable excitement. The strikers at 
Alvarado seized and killed an engine. They 
have the feld there.

The attempt of General Secretary Frederick 
Turneg and Wm. H. Bailey of the General EN. 
ecutive Committee of the Knights of Labor to 
obtain an interview with Vice-President 
Hoxie on Saturday afternoon, was successful, 
A message sent to Mr, Hoxie by Messrs, 
Turner and Bailey, late in the afternoon 
brought a favorable response and a oonter- 
ence was held in Mr. Hoxie’g office at 
Sixth and Locust streets.

He said he had no hopes of an amica- 
ble adjustment of the strike as Mr. Hoxie had 
not received them inthe right spirit. Judge 
Portis was present at the conference ands 
stenographer took down the conversation. 
Mr. Hoxie, according to Mr. Turner, was very 
cool in manner and did not even show them 
the courtesy to ask them tobe seated. He was 
asked if the statement was true that he had 
refused to take back any of the strikers and he 
replied that it was not; that he would consider 
personal applications, but would use his own 
pleasure in acting upon them. He said that he 
now needs about 50 per cent of the men who 
struck, but did not say that he would take 
them from the strikers. He said that 
he would take back neither those 
who had actually e ed in violence nor 
those who advised the committing of such acts.

Editor Strap of the Pall Mall Gazette 
was not long ago convicted of conspiring 
with others to commit certain crimes, and 
he was punished for procuring the com- 
mission of those crimes in London, when 
it was admitted in court and out of court 
that his only object was to expose the 
prevalence of such crimes, and to call the 
attention of the pyplic, of the officers of 
the law and of the law-making power 
itself to the necessity for more vigorous 
preventive action. The worthiness of 
the end he aimed at was conceded, 
but was not accepted as a justifi- 
cation of his means. He was punished 
for aiding and abetting and inciting 
others in the perpetration of a wrong, and 
public opinion all over the world has 
acquiesced in the justice of the judgment. 
The shopkeeper who purposely leaves 
money on his counter to tempt some little 
boy to steal in order that he may have 
him convicted and punished, is as hateful 
an object to a righteous Judge as the thief 
he prosecutes, and professional detectives 
who make a living by entrapping people 
into the commission of crime are regarded 
with universal distrust. To their methods 
no minister of public justice is permitted 
to stoop.

VON DER GOLTZ PACHA, who will lead the 
Turkish forces against Greece in the event 
of hostilities, has promised the Sultan to 
reach Athens in fourteen days after re- 
ceiving orders to advance. The Pacha 
should be very prudent about making such 
promises, for many contingencies may in- 
terfere with their fulfillment. Gen. 
WOLSELEY used to make such agreements,

A MAN named RICHMOND has been 
awarded $2,000 damages by the District 
Court at Waco, Tex., in a suit against the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad for black- 
listing him and preventing his getting 
work on other railroads. Itis stated that 
a great number of men thus blacklisted a 
year or so ago, and who have suits pend- 
ing against the company, are very active 
in inciting the disorderly element among 
the strikers to commit acts of violence. Few 
of them have the means to contend with 
Jay Goutp in the courts of law, and this 
man RICHMOND and several others who 
have obtained similar judgments in the 
courts have a much better chance of 
starving to death than of getting a dollar 
of the money awarded to them. The 
company can easily take care that every 
dollar of such an award is absorbed in 
costs and counsel-fees before a dollar of 
itis paid. Such desperate men, with pri- 
vate grievances of their own to avenge, 
always make the most of the opportu- 
nities and excitements of a strike.
